Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b), Applicants respectfully request that the Patent Term 
Adjustment ("PTA") for this application should be 477 days, instead of 473 days as indicated in 
the Issue Notification. 

In particular, according to the Patent Term Adjustment history, the USPTO is responsible 
for 575 day increase in patent term while the Applicants are responsible for 102 days decrease in 
this adjustment. However, Applicants believe that this decrease in 102 days is incorrect. It is 
noted that a Supplemental Response was filed January 15, 2009. It is indicated that such 
response is responsible for a delay of 38 days. However, Applicants note that the applicable 
Office Action was mailed September 12, 2008. Thus, a timely response could have been filed 
until December 12, 2008. Instead, a Supplemental Response was filed January 15, 2009. This is 
a total delay of 34 days instead of 38 days as indicated. Thus, the total amount of Applicants' 
delay is 98 days. Subtracting 98 days from the USPTO delay of 575 days equals 477 days. 

Enclosed herewith is a copy of a print out from the PAIR system showing the Patent 

Term Adjustment history. Based on the discussion above, Applicants believe that the PTA for
